TOM CLARK SAY‘ 
GROUP OPPOSING 


BUILDING CONTROL 


SEEKS. MONOPOL 


Attorney General Tells 
U, S. Chamber of Com- 
merce Government In- 


tends to Restore Free' 


Competition. 


' ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 1 
(AP)—Attorney General Tom C. 
Clark charged today that “many 
of those who demand the removal 
of controls over the building and 
related industries — ostensibly in 
the name of competition—in fact 
desire private monopoly to regu- 
late that great industry.” 

Clark named no names in mak- 
ing his statement before the an- 
nual convention of the . United 


States Chamber of Commerce. 
The board of directors of the 
chamber on Monday approved for 
convention consideration a resolu- 
tion, likewise in general terms, 
expressing opposition to the fed- 
eral housing construction program 
and favoring removal of restraints 
on private construction. 

Clark did not elaborate on his 
construction monopoly charge ex- 
cept to say: 

“If these lobbyists are success- 
fu’ we shall have turned our hous- 
ing program over to groups of 
monopolists whose private regula- 
tory system is designed to insure 
profits for themselves.” 

Result of Wartime Need. 

Clark said the Government itself 
had contributed to a “trend away 
from competitive capitalism” 
through wartime necessity. 

“As we abandon wartime gov- 
ernment controls over industry,” 
he said, “we must be certain we 
are not surrendering control to 
private monopolists ... the gov- 
ernment intends to follow the 
course that wilt “encourage” the 
restoration of free competition and 
strengthen independent’ enter- 
prise.” 

The nation “has been witness- 
ing a gradual elimination of small 
business,” Clark asserted, while 
“big business has become bigger.” 
He said that 50 years ago there 
swere 15,000 tobacco manufacturers 
against 800 at present, with four 
domitating the industry, and 700 
iron and steel manufacturers 


against 350 now. 

In a brief reference to labor in 
connection with the anti-trust 
laws, he said “certain activities 
of labor unions, having nothing 
to do with the legitimate ends of 
organized labor, constitute unde- 
sirable restraints upon our econ- 


omy. 
Attack on Wagner Act. 

The 53-man directorate of the 
Chamber sidetracked today a pro- 
posal that would have placed the 
organization on record in favor 
of outright repeal of the Wagner 
Labor Relations Act.

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FORRESTAL SAYS PREMISE 
~ FOR MERGER PLAN IS FALSE

Secretary Testifies There Is Failure to Dif- 
ferentiate Between Situation at Front

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP) 
—Secretary of the Navy Forrestal 
declared today that the current 


proposal to merge the Army and 
the Navy into a single department 
of defense is “based on a major 
premise which is false.” 

He told the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee that the Navy is solidly be- 
hind a program of “practical im- 
provement in the co-ordination of 
the armed services,” but criticized 
sharply details of the present 
merger plan, 

Pending legislation that the 
committee is considering, he said, 
“fails to differentiate between uni- 
fied command in combat areas 
and the planning functions at the 
seat of the government which re- 
quire deliberation and conference.” 

“In other words,” he continued, 
“it fails to differentiate between 
single command such as is nec- 
essary in the face of the enemy, 
and the democratic processes and 
procedures .which are the basis of 
our government at home.” 

While conceding the need of co- 


of the Army and Navy, he opposed 
what he called “the Army .pro- 
posal” as putting. too much power 
into the hands of one man—"a 
supreme chief of staff’—and be- 
cause it would “reduce our pres- 
ent departments... to the status 
of agencies.” 

Forrestal suggested that a di- 
rector of common defense have 
supervisory jurisdiction—the “al- 
ter ego of the President”—making 
the decisions that the President 
does not have time to make, 

He explained: “I would describe 
the duties of this proposed execu- 
tive and his office as duties of a 
co-ordinating and staff character 
as opposed to the Army’s concept 
of an overlord of all the services.” 

Forrestal asserted that “out- 
right abolishment of the marine 
corps,” is a possibility under the 
proposed merger. 

Forrestal said: “The bill would 
permit outright abolishment of the 
marine corps, or, worse, its reduc- 
tion to a position of complete in- 
effectiveness.”

5 MEN SEIZE RADIO 
STATION IN ITALY, 
PRAISE MUSSOLINI 


Fascist Hymn and Propagan- 
da Broadcast Over Network 
for Three Minutes. 


ROME, May 1 (UP)—Five men 
masked with black handkerchiefs 
and carrying pistols and . hand 
grenades seized the main Italian 
radio monopoly tfansmitter last 
night, played the Fascist hymn 
“Giovinezza” and broadcast praise 
of Benito Mussolini. 

For three minutes the men 
broadcast Fascist propaganda on 
Italy’s only radio network and 
lauded the dead Il Duce, whose 
body was stolen from a pauper’s 
grave in Milan last week. 
Individuals suspected of being 
Fascists also exploded three bombs 
in Rome last night, two against 
Communist party headquarters 
and one against the Unita Avanti 
newspaper building. Then they 
toured the city firing machine 
guns and spreading anti-Commu- 
nistic leaflets. 

An official communique said the 
five men who entered the radio 
station on Monte Mario, near 
Rome, overpowered four techni- 
cians and an announcer, 
Halfway through their broad- 
cast, they were interrupted by a 
telephone call from the central ra- 
dio studio downtown, whose broad- 
cast lines they had switched off. 
No damage was done to the sata- 
tion. The men departed so hur- 
tiedly that they left behind two 
hand grenades, a pistol, recordings 
of the two Fascist songs and 
propaganda leaflets. 


2 DOCTORS ACCUSED

COUNCIL BLUFFS, Ia., May 1 
(AP) — Second-degree murder 
charges. were filed in Municipal 
Court yesterday against two 
Omaha doctors in connection with 
the death of Marian Blyth, whose 
body was found in the Missouri 
river near here last Friday. 


In Omaha, police said the two, 
Dr. J. C. Anderson and Dr. Phillip 
T. Campbell, signed statements re- 
lating that they threw the 25-year- 
old Council Bluffs woman’s body 
in the river early Friday after she 
died following an illegal operation 
performed by Dr. Anderson. 

An autopsy showed Miss Blyth 
died of peritonitis resulting from 
the operation. Bond for the two 
doctors was set at $25,000 each.

Artist Flagg Says Bobby-Soxers 


Are Ruining Looks of U.S. Women 


HOLLYWOOD, May 1 (UP)— 
James Montgomery Flagg, the 
artist who glorified the American 
girl, blamed bobby-soxers today 
for undoing his life work: 

Girls used to be luscious, he 
said dourly Now they’re plain 
indigestible. 

“Everybody’s laughing at Amer- 
ican women,” he said. “And why 
not? I’d laugh myself if I weren’t 
so disgusted. 

“A fine thing, when the most 
publicized American woman is the 
one who wears a man’s dirty 
shirt, a sagging skirt and socks 
bagging around what pass for 
ankles, 

“The bobby-soxers are ruining 
the American tradition of beauti- 
ful women.” 

The American girls Flagg 
draws are poised, serene and 
stately. They do not jitterbug, 
he said; they waltz with dignity. 
And they are groomed to the 
teeth. 

“I abhor sloppy women,” he an- 
nounced, “Teeth out of the comb, 
wrinkles in the stockings and 


hair everywhere—in the sink, on 
the soap, stuck in the hairbrush. 
And that’s just the way they all 
are. Even my daughter I can't 
tell her a thing.” 

“IT sometimes doubt that any 
bobby-soxer will ever grow up. 
There aren’t enough brains in the 
bunch to set fire to. 


“If women had an ounce of 
common sense in their heads they 
would never dress like they do. 
The older women follow like sheep 
whenever a dress designer or a 
milliner dreams up a new silly 
fashion to make money. 


“They lacquer their faces until 
they look like they would crack 
if a man touched them, they put’ 
rings on their arms like curtain 
rods and gold cuspidors on their 
ears, 

“Every time I see a girl going 
bare-legged it reminds me of a 
raw leg of beef from the butcher’s 
— and it’s just as unappetizing. 
And that men’s attire they affect 
—shirt and jeans—is positively in- 
decent.”

STALIN WARNS 

AGAINST FORGES 
OF REACTION IN 
MAY DAY ORDER 


Says They Are ‘Hatching 
Plans of a New War’ 
—‘No Reason to Doubt 
Russia Will Be True to 


Policy of Peace.’ 


(Stalin Text on Page 2A.) 


LONDON, May 1 (AP)—General- 
issimo Stalin warned Russians cele- 
brating their May Day holiday to- 
day avainst forces of “internation- 
al reaction” which he said are 
“hatching plans of a new war,” 
and urged strengthening of Rus- 
sia’s armed forces “to guard the 


peace.” 

“The entire world has had an 
opportunity to convince itself, not 
only of the might of the Soviet 
state, but also of the fairness of 
its policy based on the recognition 
of equality of all peoples, respect 
for their freedom and independ- 
ence,” he declared in an, order of 
the day broadcast by the Moscow 
redio and recorded in London. 

“There is no reason to doubt 
that in the future the Soviet 
Union will be true to its policy— 
the policy of peace and security, 
the policy of the equality and 
friendship of the peoples.” 

Task “to Guard the Peace.” 

Discussing the role of Russia’s 
armed forces, he said: 

“The armed forces of the Soviet 
Union—our land troops, air forces 
and navy—discharged their duty 
to the country in the great pa- 
triotic war. Now our armed forces 
are faced with a task of no less 
importance — vigilantly to guard 
the peace which was won and the 
constructive labor of the Soviet 
people,.to be the reliable bulwark 
of the interest of the Soviet Union. 

“The successful accomplishment 
of this honorable task is possible 
only on condition of further 
of military culture a 
military skill of the officers an 
men of our army, our navy and 
our aviation.” 

Stalin urged Russian workers to 
reach and even exceed the goals 
set in the nation’s new five-year 
plan. 

“Developing peaceful Socialist 
construction,” Stalin’s order de- 
clared, “we should not forget for 
a minute the intrigues of inter- 
national reaction, which ‘is hatch- 
ing plans of a new war. It is 
necessary to remember the teach- 
ing of the great Lenin to the ef- 
fect that after switching over to 
peaceful labor, it is necessary to 
be y secagaons A vigilant, to protect 
as the apple of one’s eye the 
armed forces and defensive pow- 
ers of our country.” 

Parade in Red Square. 

Red Square in Moscow seethed 
with humanity, radio accounts 
said, as Russia paraded its armed 
force in a mighty May Day peace- 
time show of strength. Stalin 
watched the six-hour parade, rep- 
resenting every segment of the 
vast and varied Soviet population, 
from atop Lenin’s tomb. 

Reviewing Soviet troops before 
the start of the parade, Moscow 
radio said, Marshal Konstantin 
Rokossovsky, former commander 
of the Second White Russian 
Army and one of the _ Soviet 
Union’s youngest generals, told 
the soldiers: 

“The war demonstrated that the 
armed forces of the Soviet Union 
are capable of inflecting the most 
shattering blows and also of de- 
feating anybody who dares to lift 
his hand against the achievements 
of our people, 

“We must not be lulled into 
complacency. . .. The storm of 
war has died down, but durable 
peace and security have not yet 
been established.” 

Amid the Russian show of 
armor, as described by a radio 
commentator, appeared a new 
heavy tank, which the announcer 
said was “never seen before,” 

Celebrations Elsewhere. 

In the defeated Fascist capitals 
and elsewhere in Europe, Left- 
wing groups paraded, singing the 
“Internationale” in celebration of 
the day. . 

In rubble-strewn Berlin, Ger- 
mans arranged a parade in the 
Soviet. zone. 

In Poland the day was observed 
widely, the Communist-supported 
Polish Workers’ party organized 
parades in the principal cities. 
Marchers carried red banners at- 
tacking the Polish Peasants party 
of Vice Premier Stanislaw Mikolaj- 
czyk. 

In Rome, in what appeared to 
be an attempt to sabotage Leftist 
plans for the May Day observ- 
ance, Communist headquarters 
and Communist and _ Socialist 
‘newspaper offices were attacked. 

In Britain, Socialists will not 
celebrate May Day until Sunday.

SET AS PROTEST

U. S.-British Committee’s 
Recommendation That 
100,000 Jews Be Ad- 
mitted Stirs Action in 
Holy Land. |

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
A mixed reception, here and 
abroad, was recorded today for a 
British - American committee’s 
recommendation that 100,000 Jews 
be admitted as soon as possible 
to the British mandate of Pales- 


tine, but that the country should 
be “neither a Jewish state nor an 
Arab state.” 


The White House reported com- 
ment receivet there is “in the main 
highly favorable.” Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters, 
however, the reaction came pri- 
marily from Jewish organizations 
and individual Jews. 

President Truman said he was 
pleased with the report, especially 
with the recommendation for ad- 
mitting 100,000 Jews which, he 
noted, was an indorsement of his 
request to Britain last year. 

In Britain, Prime Minister 
Attlee told the House of Com- 
mons the problem of admitting so 
large a number of Jews to the 
Holy Land would “be very great.” 

Attlee said his government 
would consult with the United 
States as early as possible to find 
out to what extent this country

In India, Mahomed Ali Jinnah, 
president of the Moslem league, 
declared that the report on Pales- 
tine was “the grossest betrayal 
of the promises made to the 
Arabs.” 

Not Enough, Jews Say. 

In London, the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine pledged co-operation 
with the plan to admit 100,000 
Jews now, but protested that the 
document left untouched the cen- 
tral problem of stateless Jews in 
Europe. The number of these has 
been placed by Jewish spokesmen 
at more than 1,000,000. 

The American Council for Ju- 
daism, which is opposed to Zion- 
ist efforts to create a Jewish state, 
gave approval to the viewpoint of 
the committee that Palestine shall 
be neither a Jewish nor an Arab 
state. 

The American Jewish Confer- 
ence, however, said the commit- 
tee’s immigration proposals would 
not aid the great majority of the 
remnants of European Jewry and 
that its long-term recommenda- 
tions struck a “sharp blow” at 
the Jewish people by “brushing 
aside” international obligations to 
establish a Jewish state: 

The problem presented by the 
report—which followed a four- 
month investigation—is primarily 
one.for Britain to handle because 
that country since 1922 held a 
League of Nations mandate over 
Palestine. 

There was no provision in the 
joint committee’s instructions 
making its recommendations 
binding on either Britain or the 
United States. 

10 Recommendations.

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
Average retail prices over the na- 
tion reached a new postwar peak 
in mid-March. 

In reporting this today the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics noved a 
fractional increase in rents for 
the first quarter of 1946, one- 
tenth of one per cent, and said 
it represented the first rent in- 
crease since December 1944. 

With higher prices “for most 
principal items in the family 
budget,” the bureau said, the con- 
sumers’ price index advanced 0.5 
per cent between February 15 and

LONDON, May 1 (AP) — Dr. 
Alan Nunn May, 34-year-old Brit- 
ish physicist who worked on nu- 
clear research in Canada during 
the wartime pursuit of atomic en- 
ergy, was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison today after pleading 
guilty to violation of the British 
official secrets act. 

May, arrested last March, was 
specifically accused of communi- 
cating “to some person unknown 
certain information calculated to 
be, or which might be directly or 
indirectly, useful to an enemy.” 

The “enemy” was not specified, 
but a defense attorney said the in- 
formation was given to Russia. 
May’s arrest followed closely the 
begining of a Canadian investi- 
gation into Soviet espionage ac- 
tivities, which Canadian Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King said ex- 
tended through the dominion into 
the United States and Britain. 

Several persons are under ar- 
rest in Canada in connection with 
that investigation.

ANDERSON ASKS 
FOR 90 DAYS MORE 
ON MEAT PROBLEM 


Willing to Lift Price Con- 
_trols Then if Shortage 
and Black Market Re- 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
Secretary ‘of Agriculture Ander- 
son said today, in a discussion of 
meat shortage and black market 
conditions, that if the situation is 


not cleared up in 90 days, he 
would favor removal of price con- 
trols on meat. 

Anderson said, however, he Is 
pinning hopes on the success of 
new slaughter quotas for packers 
and on the campaign against 
black market dealers in meat. 

“This is about the last effort 
to see if it (meat control) will 
work,” he told the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee in hearings on 
OPA extension. 

He added he “would hate to 
see” controls on meat lifted “until 
we have again made a serious 
effort.”

NUERNBERG, May 1 (By Ra- 
dio)—-That German rearmament 
would induce the rest of Europe 
to disarm was the quaint notion 
seriously advanced before the in- 
ternational mili tribunal to- 
day by Hjalmar Schacht. He gave 
it as the reason why he contrib- 
uted 12 billion marks of Reichs- 
bank credits to Adolf Hitler’s 
munitions program between 1935 
and 1938. 


The defendant pleaded guilty to 
the charge of having supported 
German rearmament and stated 
explicitly: “The rearmament poli- 
cy carried out by Hitler was 
financed in part by myself as 
president of the Reichsbank. I 
take responsibility for all my acts 
in this connection.” | 

But Schacht denied heatedly 
that his motive was preparation 
for aggressive war and took par- 
ticular exception to a passage in 
an affidavit by George Messer- 
smith, American consul genera! in 
Berlin, which declared that “with- 
out the aid of Hjalmar Schacht, 
German rearmament would have 
been impossible.” 

The witness related that while 
he was placing 12 billion marks 
at the disposal of the munitions 
program, the Nazi ministry of 
finance contributed an additional 
21 billions and that after the 
Reichsbank was retired from the 
scene the annual figure rose to 
11 billions in 1938-39 and to 21% 
billions in 1939-40. 

“It is another question,” said 

. the witness, “where the money 
came from. But I am afraid that 
the rearmament program would 
have gone on just the same with- 
out the financial genius of Doctor 
Schacht.” 


His Explanation. 

The financier gave ingenious ex- 
Planations as to why pacifist mo- 
tives led him to aid the Reich in; 
arming to the teeth with aircraft, 
tanks and artillery. 

“In the center of Europe,” he 
observed, “I saw unarmed Ger- 
many surrounded by nations which 
were not only armed, but were 
continuing to arm. Among these 
were Russia, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. After 1936 there was 
maval rearmament in Great Brit- 
ain. All Europe was an overheat- 
ed boiling pot. In the east there 
were tensions between Russia on 
the one hand and Finland and 
Romania on the other. There were 
interval struggles between Czechs 
and Slovaks and civil war in Spain.

But I remembered a 
statement of Prime Minister Bald- |’ 
win that ‘no country unwilling to 
take necessary precautions for its 
own defense can ever have moral 
or material power in this world.’ 

“In principle, I was not in favor 
of rearmament. What I wished 
was an equal position for Ger- 
many. This coulg be brought 
about in two ways. The balance 
could be redressed by general dis- 
armament or by building up Ger- 
many’s military strength to a level 
with that of other nations. In the 
early days, Hitler again and again 
proposed universal disarmament. 
There was not a single response 
from any government. I did not 
learn till afterward that Hitler's 
overtures were false pretenses and 
lies. So I concluded that Germany 
must rearmi. 

“The facts of Nazi rearmament 
were notorious. Only the appro- 
priations were secret. I thought 
that our multiplied production of 
munitions and weapons would 
alarm the rest of the worid into 
proposing general disarmament. 
To my genuine disappointment 
out activity was taken quite calm- 
ly. Nothing was done to stop us. 
Military missions were sent to ob- 
serve our progress. The naval 
treaty with Great Britain actually 
made it legal for us to rearm in 
violation of the Versailles treaty.” 

Schacht continued that he liter- 
ally jumped out of his chair in 
enthusiasm over President Roose- 
velt’s proposal! that nations should 
outlaw aircraft, tanks and heavy 
artillery and that armaments 
should be limited to weapons 
which a man could carry on his 
back 


“This was absolutely the solu- 
tion.” he cried. “Its simplicity 
bore the mark of highest genius, 
but nothing came of it.” 

The defendant declared that he 
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joined Hitler’s cabinet with the 
hope of boring from within in be- 
half of “the decent German ele- 
ment” — including scholars, pro- 
fessors, scientists and industrial 
entrepreneurs who were opposed 
to “a regime o1 coercion.” 


It should be remembered that in 
1935, he said, the Hitler govern- 
ment was firmly in the saddle ana 
all opposition had been squelched. 
Schacht thought the only chance 
remaining for effective criticism 
was inside the government, 

The banker, who holds degrees 
from German and French uni- 
versities, provided the court with 
the following “objective” ap- 
praisal of the Nazi dictator: 
“Adolf Hitler was an illiterate 
man who by intensive reading lit- 
tle by little acquired knowledge 
which he juggled for his own pur- 
poses. He was certainly a man 
of genius—a man of astounding 
simplicity and of extraordinary, 
original ideas. 

“He was a mob psychologist of 
diabolical efficiency. In spite of 
his disagreeable voice and charla- 
tanism, he exercised a very pecu- 
liar effect on other people. He 
was able to excite the masses to 
violent hysteria. He was filled with 
evil tendencies, but also beyond 
doubt believed in the good. He 
ended by succumbing to same 
charm to which he had deliberate- 
‘ly subjected others. 

“He was a man of unberfding 
energy and of a will power which 
overbore all obstacles. For these 
reasons, 50 per cent of the Ger- 
man people became his devoted 
followers.”

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
John lL. Lewis today summoned 
the United Mine orkers’ 260- 
man policy committee to Wash- 
ington next Tuesday. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation for the move. Such 
meetings usually precede a major 
development of strategy in con- 
tract negotiations, 

The bituminous contract talks 
are deadlocked, although they 
were resumed at the Govern- 
ment’s request last Monday, and 
no immediate end of the month- 
old soft coal strike is in sight. 

Negotiation on May 10. 

The anthracite contract nego- 
tiations are scheduled to begin 
May 10, probably in New York. 
Lewis filed notice yesterday that 
75,000 Pennsylvania hard coal 
miners would go on strike in 30 
days if a new contract was not 
written before then. 

Announcement of the strategy 
meeting came shortly after Paul 
W. Fuller, special conciliator, 
bowed to White House persuasion 
and agreed to continue efforts to 
end the soft-coal strike. 

Fuller withdrew the resignation 
he submitted to Secretary of La- 
bor Schwellenbach last night, af- 
ter conferences today with Schwel- 
lenbach and John R. Steelman, 
White House assistant. ; 

Steelman appointed Fuller as a 
conciliation commissioner six 
years ago and later assigned him 
as a special conciliator in the 
rubber industry, a post he still 
holds. Schwellenbach assigned 
him to the deadlocked coal nego- 
tiations on March 30,. forty-eight 
hours before the 400,000 soft coal 
miners began their strike. 

Fuller said today that Lewis and 
some of the operators had urged 
him to continue. , 

Two-Hour Meeting. 

Lewis and the operators met 
only two hours today with Edgar 
F. McGrady, the other special 
Government mediator, and then 
adjourned until tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

Miners and operators alike ap- 
peared glum as they left their 
conference room. None would 
comment, 

Fuller, a former Lewis organ- 
izer, limps slightly from a mine 
accident in his youth. He said he 
had submitted his resignation be- 
cause he did not agree with the 
way Schwellenbach had been 
handling the coal case and that 
“IT felt I could no longer con- 
tribute to the coal case—it was 
just a difference of opinion.” 
Fuller is said to have objected to 
the fact that Edward F. McGrady 
was made another special con- 
ciliator in the case last week. 

As for the coal conferences, 
Fuller admitted “they are not get- 
ting anywhere. They are just 
talking.” 

Lewis accompanied Fuller and 
McGrady to Schwellenbach’s of- 
fice for an hour-long conference 
last night. 

Fresh Concern. 

Fresh concern over the effect of 
the coal strike came meanwhile 
from Civilian Production Admin- 
istrator John D. Small, who urged 
all electric companies to adopt 
fuel-saving measures. 

In a letter to 3000 electric com- 
panies dependent in all or part 
on coal, he urged officers of inter- 
connected electric power systems 
to concentrate their production “as 
far as practicable at generating 
plants where efficiency is high 
and coal stocks are relatively 
large.” 

With the layoff of 2000 more 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corp, mill 
workers, more than 62,000 workers 
in coal-consuming industries were 
made idle by the strike.

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GOVERNOR SIGNS 
STATE AGENCIES 
REGROUPING BILL 


New Department Created 
—Measure on Sales of 
Land for Taxes Vetoed 
by Donnelly.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 1 
—Governor Donnelly today ap- 
proved a bill creating a new State 
Department of Business and Ad- 
ministration in line with the gov- 
ernmental reorganization mandate 
of the new Constitution and vetoed 
a measure relating to the sale of 
land for*delinquent taxes. 

The reorganization bill groups 
seven existing agencies under the 
new department without chang- 
ing their administrative functions. 
The agencies are\the Public Serv- 
ice Commission, the Department 
of Insurance, the Department of 
Finance, the Division of Savings 
and Loan Supervision, the Athletic 


Commission, the Department of 
Resources and Development and 
the State Geologist. 

A director of the new depart- 
ment to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor will function as co-ordinat- 
ing administrator of the agencies 
transferred with the exception of 
the Public Service Commission, 
over which the department direc- 
tor will have no supervision, au- 
thority or control. 

The Governor said he vetoed the 
bill for sale of land for delinquent 
taxes because it had a defect in 
that it affected the property of 
individuals and that it conflicted 
with a constitutional provision re- 
lating to published notice of such 
sales. * 

He also said the bill_omitted a 
provision now in statutes pertain- 
ing to sales of land for taxes 
whereby a land-owner could pay 
the taxes, penalties and costs 
after his property was put up for 
sale for delinquent taxes and re- 
tain his land. Donnelly said the 
taxpayer should not be deprived 
of that privilege. 

The Governor said the constitu- 
tional provision in conflict« was 
one setting forth that all owners 
of land for sale for delinquent 
taxes should be included in the 
published notice of a sale. The 
bill provided that it was neces- 
sary only to include a description 
of the land and state the aggre- 
gate amount of taxes and penal- 
ties due. 


TRUMAN TALKS WITH BIDAULT 
BY TRANS-ATLANTIC PHONE 


PARIS, May 1 (AP)—A high 
French official source reported to- 
day that President Truman held 
a trans-Atlantic phone conference 
with Foreign Minister Georges 
Bidault today which covered a 
wide range of topics including 
world politics, methods of 
strengthening the peace, France’s 
food shortage and the projected 
United States loan to France. 

The President was quoted by the 
official, who refused to permit use 
of his name, as saying prospects 
for the loan were good and that 
the United States would assist in 
meeting France’s food needs, par- 
ticularly in wheat, in the next 
two months. 


ARMY CLAMPS CENSORSHIP 
ON DISPLACED PERSON CAMP 


LANDSBERG, May 1 (UP)—The 
United States Army today at- 
tempted to clamp a censorship 
blackout on conditions at the 
Landsberg displaced persons 
camp. ‘ 

A United Press correspondent 
was threatened with arrest by Lt. 
Col, Ermer H. Walker of the Forty 
seventh regiment unless he left 
the camp immediately. 

So far as could be learned, con- 
ditions within the camp were 
peaceful. Some 2000 Jewish dis- 
placed persons gathered on the 
camp athletic field for a peaceful 
May day celebration. 

The hunger strike in protest 
against the arrest of 20 Jews in 
Sunday’s rioting was expected to 
peter out. 
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REPORT NEW CHIEF JUSTICE 
WON’T COME FROM COURT 


President Has Been Informed of Personal 
and Ideological Differences That Divide 
the Supreme Bench.

WASHINGTON, May 1—Presi- 
dent Truman’s delay in selecting 
a Chief Justice of the United 
States has started reports that he 
will go outside the Supreme Court 
for the nation’s highest judicial 
officer. If this happens, it will be 
a change in his original plan to 
elevate one of the associate 

Justices, 

Since his return from the naval 
maneuvers and a brief holiday 
last week, the President has been 
informed in detail about the per- 
sonal and ideological differences 
within the highest court. These 
have found private expression 
within the court’s Saturday con- 
ferences and public expression in 
the majority, dissenting and sep- 
arate opinions. 

Truman’s most notable adviser 
was Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes, who conferred with him 
at the White House, at the Presi- 
dent’s request, Monday afternoon. 
He has listened to other callers. 
Some of them sponsored candi- 
dates and some hoped he would 
appoint a Chief Justice who could 
minimize the present divisions 
within the court. 

Chief Point of Difference. 

These divisions are caused as 
much by conflicting personalities 
and temperaments as by differ- 
ences over opposing interpreta- 
tions of the Constitution, although 
the ideological differences are the 
primary base of disagreement. 

The présént or Roosevelt court 
is not split by a deep chasm as 
the old court was before 1937 by 
a grouping of “conservatives” and 
“liberals,” generally over the “due 
process” clause in the fifth and 
fourteenth amendments of the 
Constitution. The current division 
is on the narrower question of 
how far the members of the court 
should go in passing on the mean- 
ing and the effect of a law. 

Although this ig a fine distinc- 
tion between the two courts—the 
general difference being the same 
between “judge-made” and statu- 
tory law-—the conflicts between 


members of the present court and 
their cliques have been as bitter 
as in the old court. 

vice to Truman. 

For this reason President Tru- 
man has been advised to select 
as Chief Justice a Man of great 
personality and administrative 
ability who would dominate the 
court and enforce discipline as 
Chief Justice Hughes did. It has 
been argued in the highest circles, 
the Post-Dispatch hag learned, 
that the elevation of one of the 
Associate Justices would increase, 
not decrease the friction within 
the court, 

It was also learned that the 
sharpest conflicts have been be- 
tween Justice Hugo L. Black and 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, with 
Justice Frankfurter generally tak- 
ing the side of the late Justice 
Stone and Justice Robert H. Jack- 
son for judicial restraint. These 
clashes, it was said, were the re- 
sult of personalities as much as 
of juridical differences, 

So far, no names of “outsiders” 
have been seriously mentioned in 
the current speculation. The 
President may stick to his original 
plan to elevate one of the Asso- 
ciate Justices. This plan became 
known when he told friends that 
he would have to make two ap- 
pointments, not one. If he had in- 
tended originally to appoint a 
Chief Justice from outside the 
present court, he would have said 
he would make only one appoint- 
ment. 

No Comment by Ross. 

Reporters who accompanied the 
President down the Potomac got 
the impression that the two ap- 
pointments were likely to be an- 
nounced Tuesday (yesterday). The 
President, White House officials 
said, wanted to make the an- 
nouncement at a general press 
conference. This conference may 
be called for tomorrow, but there 
is no certainty of that. 

When Charles G. Ross, White 
House press secretary, was asked 
today whether the Supreme Court 
appointment was the reason for 
the uncertainty, he said he had 


no comment. 


FIREARMS BEING SMUGGLED 
INTO SPAIN REPORTED SEIZED 


MADRID, May 1 (UP)—Spanish 
civil guards were reported today 
to have intercepted a large ship- 
ment of firearms and ammunition 
being smuggled into Spain from 
France, 

The arms were said to have 
been intercepted at various points 
near Andorra, the tiny mountain 
republic which lies along the 
French-Spanish border. The exact 
amount of munitions seized was 
not revealed. However, it was 
reported that the Government had 
reinforced the border with both 
police and troops from Andorra 
to Cape Creus. 

Reports from Barcelona said 


that sitdown strikes broke out in 
two factories, but were settled 
when the workers obtained higher 
wages and larger food rations. 


TWO U.S. SOLDIERS REPORTED 
BEATEN BY JAPANESE MOB 


TOKYO, May 1 (AP)—Two 
American soldiers were beaten 
Sunday night by a mob of Japa- 
nese, one of whom said he would 
“not take anything from any 
G.L.s,” the Army newspaper Stars 
and Stripes reported today.

Earlier, Spanish republi- 
can observers here produced a 
cable from the exiled prime min- 
ister Jose Giral, alleging that 
560 persons were jailed and mis- 
treated in Barcelona, with 25 
near death. Giral said 500 more 
were mistreated in Andalusia. 


The Spanish republicans already 
had contributed documents 
placed before the subcommittee, 
which was named by the Secur 
ity Council to determine from 
available member-nation files and 
by further inquiry whether Spain 
under Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco is a threat to peace, 


The United Press reported that 
a sub-committee on the status of 
women of the Economic and 
Social Council adopted a resolu- 
tion today that its purpose “was 
to raise the status of woman to 
equality with man in all fields of 
human enterprise.”

7. Repeal of the 1940 land 
regulation with a poticy of free- 
dom in the sale, lease or use of 
land, irrespective of race, com- 
munity or creed, with guaran- 
tees of “adequate protection” for 
small rs and cultivators. 

8. Examination, discussion 
and execution of plans for 
large-scale agricultural and in- 
dustrial development in Pales- 
tine “in full consultation and 
co-operation not only with the 
Jewish Agency, but also with 
the governments of the neigh- 
boring Arab states directly af- 
fected.” 

9. Reform of the educational 
system of both Jews and Arabs, 
including the introduction of 
compulsory education “within a 
reasonable time.” 

10. A British-American decla- 
ration that, if the report is 
adopted, “any attempt from 
either side, by threats of violence, 
by terrorism, or by the organiza- 
tion of illegal armies to prevent 
its execution, will be resolutely 
suppressed.” 

Washington Reaction. 

Washington reaction to the re- 
port brought these congressional 
comments: 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico—“I have always favored 
the fullest possible emigration of 
the Jewish peoples to Palestine, 
consistent with the rights of the 
Arab population there. Appar- 
ently the report makes recommen- 
dations which will alleviate any 
tension on that score.” 

Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire—“It is fine that we 
have at last gotten some action.” 

Senator Huffman (Dem.), Ohio 
—“I am happy that Britain has 
apparently come around at last 
to what has long been the stand 
of our government.” 

Senator Wagner (Dem.), New 
York—“I am elated that the com- 
mittee has recommended admis- 
sion to Palestine of 100,000 dis- 
placed Jews. ...I am grievously 
disappointed, however, in the com- 
mittee’s long-range recommenda- 
tion as to the political future of 
Palestine.” 


. * 

Problem for United Nations. 

In recommending against the 
Holy Land becoming either an 
Arab or Jewish state, the commit- 
tee said “Palestine is not, and can 
never become, a land which any 
race or religion can justly claim 
as its very own.” 

Saying that any attempt to pro- 
mote an independent Palestine at 
this time “would result in civil 
strife such as might threaten the 
peace of the world,” the commit- 
tee recommended the eventual 
execution of a trusteeship agree- 
ment under the United Nations. 

The committee did not specify 
whether it meant trusteeship ad- 
ministered by a single nation or 
by a group of nations. It did say, 
however, that the recommenda- 
tions, if adopted, “will mean a 
very heavy burden for any single 
government to undertake.” 

This section of the report could 
mean a possible delay in settling 
most of the issues raised by the 
committee until the United Na- 
tions has acted on the whole ques- 
tion of Palestine’s future. It 
might even leave open until then 
the question of Britain’s action on 
emergency immigration. 

Immigration Questions. 

The committee specified that 
priority should be given to Jews 
now in displaced persons centers 
in Europe. 

It offered no solution for Pales- 
tine’s long-range immigration 
problems, beyond saying that pro- 
visions of the 1922 mandate—one 
open to wide interpretation — 
should remain in force for the 
time being. The mandate clause 
provides that “the administration 
of Palestine, while ensuring that 
the rights and position of other 
sections of the population are not 
prejudiced, shal] facilitate Jewish 
immigration under suitable condi- 
tions.

St. Louisan Reported 
Long - Shot Possibility 
for Under Secretary- 
ship of the Navy.

WASHINGTON, May 1—Alfred 
Schindler of St. Louis, at present 
Under Secretary of Commerce, is 
being mentioned here as a long- 
shot possibility for the under sec- 
retaryship of the Navy, the job 
for which President Truman se- 
lected Edwin W, Pauley of Cali- 
fornia. Pauley asked that his 
nomination be withdrawn when 
its rejection by the Senate became 
obvious because of his advocacy 
of the tidelands oil legislation. 

Although there is considerable 
doubt that Schindler will get the 
‘Navy post, which carries with it 
the prospects of promotion to the 
full secretaryship, the mention of 
his name shows the kind of offi- 
cial President Truman wants to 
succeed Secretary James Forres- 
tal, who has announced his inten- 
tion to resign. 

Truman” selected Pauley as a 
man who would be loyal to him 
and would not be afraid to fight 
the admirals for the Administra- 
tion proposal to merge the armed 
forces. Pauley is young, resource- 
ful, energetic and would have car- 
ried out the President’s policy. 
When Pauley’s nomination was 
doomed, the President was disap- 
pointed, not so much about the 
political defeat as over the set- 
back to his plan to unify the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces. 

Schindler is 51 years old and 
as Under Secretary of Commerce 
has made a reputation as gan ad- 
ministrator. He is energetic and 
resourceful, and has made himself 
a salesman for the Commerce De- 
partment in Congress and 
throughout the country. If trans- 
ferred to the Navy, he could be 
counted on to battle the brass for 
the President’s policy. ; 

The fact that he is a Missourian, 
however, is against him. The 
Truman Administration is already 
under attack because of the num- 
ber of Missourians in high gov- 
ernment positions. 

Schindler declined to discuss 
the possibility of his nomination. 
He has a sentimental attachment 
to the Navy: because he was an 
ensign in World War I. 

If he does not get the job—and 
he probably won't—it will go to 


a similar type of man—if the 
President can fifd him.

State Supreme Court 
Makes Constitutional 
Ruling — Listing With 
Auditor Not Required.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 1 
—The way was open today for 
many cities ‘n Missouri to issue 
revenue bonds to finance the pur- 
chase or construction of utilities 
to be operated by the municipal- 
ity or the expansion of existing 
municipally-owned public utilities. 

The State Supreme Court, sit- 
tin en banc yesterday, ruled that 
no legislative authorization was 
necessary to enable any city in 
the state to take advantage of a 
provision of the new Constitution 


authorizing municipalities to ac-' 


utilities 
revenue 


quire or extend public 
through issuance of 
bonds. 

In addition to authorizing the 
cities to issue the revenue bonds, 
the Constitution provides that the 
cost of operation and mainten- 
ance of the utility and the pay- 
ment of principal and interest of 
the bonds can be met only from 
revenues derived from operation 
of the utility. 

Several cities have been await- 
ing the court’s decision before be- 
ginning preliminary procedure 
necessary before revenue bonds 
for acquisition or improvement of 
utilities could be issued.

The court denied the city’s re- 
quest for a writ of mandamus to 
force the Auditor to register the 
bonds, because the statute requir- 
ing registration of bonds with the 
Auditor does not include issuance 
of revenue bonds by municipali- 
ties. 

The decision pointed out that 
the appropriate way to validate 
the bonds was through a pro for- 
ma decree granted by a circuit 
court, 

The question whether legislative 
authority was needed before the 
city could issue the bonds was 
ruled on in answer to a conten- 
tion of the Auditor that the con- 
stitutional provision was not suf- 
ficient to permit legal issuance of 
the revenue bonds. —

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann said 
the city is in an unusually good 
position to take advantage of the 
arrangement.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 1 (AP) 
—In Earnest, an 8-1 winter book 
favorite for the Kentucky Derby, 
today was declared officially out 
of Saturday's big race at 
Churchill Downs. 

Owner Warren Wright decided 
to withdraw the horse after a 
conference with Trainer Ben 
Jones, who was disappointed with 
In Earnest's sevent-place finish 
in the one-mile Derby Trial here 
yesterday. Jones said the horse 
was losing weight and appeared 
to have “talied off” in training. 

Jones earlier said he would ad- 
vise Owner Wright not to start 
In Earnest Saturday, and after to- 
day’s conference Wright agreed 
not to enter the little throughbred 
in Saturday's race. 

Mrs. Vera Bragg’s Mist O’Gold 
officially was declared out of the 
big race yesterday after coming 
down with fever. 

Jones said he believed In 
Earnest was over his peak. 

The withdrawal left 16 more or 
less definite starters still in the 
field for Saturday’s $100,000 
classic. 

Admiral Out If It’s Muddy. 

However, one of these 16 is Wee 
Admiral, owned by the Canadian 
automobile executive, Robert S. 
McLaughlin of Toronto, and_ his 
trainer announced flatly’ this 
morning that if the track ‘s 
muddy or sloppy for Saturday’s 
scramble, the son of War Ad- 
miral would not go to the post. 

Meantime, others of the top can- 
didates went out on a track fet- 
lock deep in mud—many trainers 
said it was in the worst condi- 
tion they'd ever seen it after sev- 
eral days of rain—and turned in 
late workouts. Lord Boswell, top 
favor¥ie in the field, breezed a 
slow mile in 1:46 3-5, going the six 
furlongs in 1:183-5, and his well- 
liked stablemate, Knockdown, just 
galloped around the track. 

William’ duPont Jr.’s Hampden, 
getting his first workout since 
shipping into Derbytown after his 
Chesapeake Stakes victory in 
Maryland last Saturday, breezed a 
mile and an eighth in an especial- 
ly slow 2:063-5 and came back to 
his barn puffing and snorting from 
the effort of ploughing through 
the goo. 

Helis’s Rippey Cost $12,000. 

William Helis must be convinced 
that horse-buying is a funny busi- 
ness, because he can now boast of 
Paying $66,000 for one gee-gee’ 
which turned out to be the most 
expensive “pet” in history—and 
only $12,000 to get the latest glam- 
our boy in Saturday’s Derby. 

Now this is not saying that Rip- 
pey is wearing that necklace of 
roses already, because the Derby 
Dandies still have to run a mile 
and a quarter around the race 
track, and Lord Boswell and 
Knockdown are still the most like- 
ly to succeed in the seventy-sec- 
ond gettogether. 

But off his smashing score in 
the Derby Trial mile yesterday, 
the Virginia-born swiftie—he was 
bred on the Nydrie Farm of Mrs.

Rippey and Spy Song hooked up 
almost as soon as the starter gave 
them the “come on, now,” and 
that’s the way they went all the 
way ‘round with Rippey running 
at Spy Song. Heading around the 
stretch turn, Spy Song drew 
slightly ahead, but they were still 
lapped.

These emotions are partially shared by a 
part of the American public. Otherwise a majority 
of our Representatives would not have joined in this 
reckless carnival of destruction. But they are un- 
reasoning emotions, not thought. 

Do these pressure growps represent American 
business? They do not. The practical, hard-headed 
economiets of the largest and richest business organ- 
ization in America, the Committee for Economic 
Development, have finished their studies on price 
control and inflation and their conclusions are to be 
found in a little book called “Jobs and Markets,” 
just published by the McGraw-Hill Book Company.

| omists (employed and supported by a broad cross- 
section of American business) give a recipe for 
avoiding inflation and depression in these transition 
days to peace. Remember, the Committee for Eco- 
nomie Development is an organization of business 
men, including many of our outstanding, respon- 
sible, thoughtful business leaders. The CED econo- 
mists know the factual problems that business faces. 
They share the desire of responetble American busi- 
ness to return to free markets. 
Strong Price Control Or Rein 


But the CED economiets emphacise that the over- 
whekming danger before ws today is inflation. It’s a 
danger that spares no man, women or child. For 
many months to come, they say, the only barrier 
between us and runaway priees will be the OPA. 
High production is essential . . . and we are getting 
it. But production alone is not enough. Production 
was high in other disastrous post-war inflations. High 
taxes, thrifty Federal expenditures, restrictive mon- 
etary policy are essential... and Congress ought to 
be wrestling with these problems right now. Yet such 
measures will take hold only gradually. Today, and 
this Fall, and next Winter, there is no substitute 
for effective price control. Only a hard-hitting, 
efficiently working OPA can do that job. 

“Jobs and Markets” recognizes that price control 
has no permanent place in the American economy. 
The report offers a plan to assure the orderly liqui- 
dation of price control in June, 1947, by measures 
that get at the heart of inflationary pressures. These 
practical business economists also recommend steps 
to streamline and improve price control. Some of 


these steps have since been adopted by O PA. These 


are recommendations to improve price control, 
not to bury it. 

We are all in this together. Price control is not 
an issue between Business and the Administration, 
labor and businese, farmers and laborers, producers 
and consumers. The only issue here is between sheer 
folly and common sense.

WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)—A 
Senate-House committee reported 
yesterday that the Federal Gov- 


ernment still had 2,893,670 em- 
ployes last Jan. 31 and recommend- 
ed that Congress require a reduc- 
tion to 1,650,000 by June 30, 1947. 
This would mean a cut of 1,243,- 
670. 

The joint committee on reduc- 
tion of nonessential federal expen- 
ditures advised the House and 
Senate that some of the older Gov- 
ernment agencies have increased 
employment, while the War and 
Navy departments reduced theirs. 

Government employment reached 
a peak of 3,649,769 in August, 1945, 
Chairman Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
said.

E OFFICIALS of the miners’ union have re- 


fused to bargain collectively with the mine 
operators. They have based their refusal on a 
demand that the operators must first agree in 
principle to an excise tax to be levied on every ton 
of coal mined. 


This tax, a royalty to be exacted from your 
pocket, would give the union—a private organi- 
zation—the right to tax the American people 
and do what it pleases with the money. 


The fund established by this royalty tax would 
go into the union’s treasury, as a so-called “‘health 
and welfare fund.” It would be administered 
entirely by the union. 


The union officials also have refused to bargain 
collectively unless the mine operators agree in 
principle that all mine supervisors, engineers, and 
foremen be compelled to -join the rank-and-file 
union organization. This would make the union ’s 
control over the coal mines total and absolute. 


The union officials also have refused to baranie 
collectively unless the mine operators agree to 
give to a union safety committee the right to close 
the mines at will. 


IMPLICATIONS of these general demands are 
far reaching. They would affect all business, 
large and small, in the nation. 


If these principles were accepted it would 
mean that management would cease to function 
without the consent and approval of a union 
overlord. 


It would wreck the American competitive ene 
terprise system. 


What you think about these demands is im- 
portant. Obviously the answer must eventually 
be supplied through ‘constructive legislation. 
Your action could help speed this answer.

; PETRILLO BARS MUSIC UNION 
MEMBERS FROM TELEVISION 


NEW YORK, May 1 (UP)— 
James C. Petrillo, head of the 
American Federation of “Mu- 
sicians, declared today that A.F.M. 
members would not be permitted 
to work in television until the 
union determines what effect 
telecasts will have on employ- 
ment. 

-At the same time Petrillo re- 
peated his previous decree that 
musical radio programs could not 
be broadcast simultaneously on 
‘Frequency Modulation outlets un- 
less a “standby” crew of mu- 
sicians was employed.

OPA BOOSTS GENERAL MOTORS 
AUTO PRICES BY $16 T0 $60 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion yesterday increased retail 
price ceilings for General Motors 
automobiles by $16 to $60 to com- 
pensate for wage increases in the 
industry. 

The price increases, effective 
immediately, range from $16 to 
$30 on Pontiac and Oldsmobile 
models, from $18 to $38 on Buicks, 
and from $24 to $60 on Cadillacs. 

The increase is $18 for the only 
Chevrolet model which had been 
priced on the basis of manufac- 
turing costs prior to the wage in- 
crease. The model was the Chev- 
rolet Stylemaster four-door sedan. 
On other Chevrolet models, retail 
celings range from $51 to $68 
above 1942 prices. The latter prices 
include allowances for design and 
engineering changes, OPA said. 
The agency added that the new 
General Motors price schedule 
provides for absorption by dealers 
“of much of the factory price 
‘increase.”

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U. 8. Cities Just as Vulnerable 
To Atomic Bombs as Jap Towns, 
Strategic Survey Report Shows 


Construction. 


Blasted Houses in Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
Not Flimsy Bamboo Structures—Build- 
ings That Withstood Damage There 
Even Stronger Than Normal American

EST we forget the major problem of our times, it is well to ie 
record that the experts now consider New York and Pittsburgh | ; 
as vulnerable to atomic bombardment as Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki. The findings of the Strategic Bombing Survey, which has just 
completed its study of war damage in Japan, completely confute the 
soothing reports which have been disseminated in this country. 


There i--just no truth in the 
stories that Japanese cities are 
more vulnerable than ours; that 
the concrete structures which 
survived at Hiroshima prove 
that any modern building will 
be sate; and so on and so on. 

In fact, members of the Stra- 
tegic Bombing Survey have con- 
ducted special studies, compar- 
ing the relative vulnerability of 
American and Japanese urban 
construction, and have reached 
the unhappy conclusion that 
there is not very much to choose 
between them. 

Two major points are involved. 
The first is the assumption that 
Japanese cities, being largely 
composed of frame houses, are 
more easily inflammable than 
cities in the United States. 


This is not true for several rea- 
sons. The proportion of modern, 
eoncrete construction in a great 
city like New York is not very 
much larger than the proportion 
was in Tokyo. Most of New York 
4s built either of brick dr wood. 
Brick structures at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki were destroyed quite as 
completely and easily as the 
frame houses which were more 


common there. 

Then, too, the Japanese frame 
house is not the bamboo hut 
which most people imagine. Most 
~¢ them have heavy tile roofs 
which constitute a better protec- 
tion against the incendiary dan- 
ger than the tarred tin or shingle 
roofing generally employed here. 
In the regular incendiary raids on 
Japan, 200 tons of incendiary 
bombs per square mile were re- 
quired, to do a thorough job. (This 
’ meant, by the way, 8 ghastly rain 
of 100,000 four-pound incendiaries 
on each square mile of the city 


tacked.) 

es The consider that an 
equally thorough job would be 
done with the same tonnage of 
incendiaries on any American 
city. This means, of course, that 
the ‘vulnerability to the incendi- 
ary effect of the atomic bomb 
is also about the same. 


From 80 to 90 per cent of the- 


area of New York or any other 
American city is in the category 
described above. The rest is built 
over with steel frame and con- 
crete structures. These American 
structures, unhappily, are .very 
different from the buildings 
which survived at Hiroshima. The 
unharmed buildings at Hiroshima 
had been designed to withstand 
earthquake damage, with a wall 
stréngth factor of about 70. Since 
, there is little danger of earth- 
quakes here, no such strength 
factors are employed in American

construction. A strength factor 
of 40 is about average. 
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The nearest equivalents to an AM 


ordinary American high building 
in either Hiroshima or Nagasaki 
were four Nagasaki, factories, 
which were crushed and twisted 
by the bomb burst so that they 
appeared to have been stamped 
upon by a Titan. 

The lower strength factor em- 
ployed in American construction 
is of special importance, in view 
of one of the most curious char- 
acteristics of the atomic bomb 
which the Strategic Bomb Survey 
has disclosed. This is the nature 
ef the blast effect. 

The blast area is large, as ev- 
eryone knows. Furthermore, the 
same pressure of blast is exerted 
over the entire area, on every ob- 
ject and surface which the area 
contains this pressure is comput- 
ed as being equal to the blast ef- 
fect of a 100-pound bomb of nor- 
mal type exploding at a distance 
of 18 feet. This is the pressure 
on any single point. 

The power of the atomic 
bomb blast derives from the 
fact that the same pressure is 
exerted at all points, over every 
inch of every surface. Thus the 
effect of the blast is multiplied 
to a degree which even the 
strongest ctures cannot 
withstand. 

Finally, it is not generally un- 
derstood that the bombs were 
purposely used at Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki in a way that minimized 
the terrible gamma ray effect. If 
the bombs had been exploded at a 
lower -altitude, or on a humid 
day, or both, the gamma-ray cas- 
ualties from gamma-ray burns 
would have been immensely in- 
creased, 

Such are the horrors which the 
experts have to offer us. 

In compensation they provide 
one small consolation. If we are 
prepared to go underground—to 
become a nation of moles—we 
shall be safe. At Nagasaki, for 
example, a large number of peo- 
ple were in a tunnel employed 
as an air raid shelter. Almost all 
of them were unharmed, although 
the bomb blast blew in the tunnel 
entrance. Consequently, the War 
Department is looking at caverns 
in which to hide our strategic in- 
dustry. Mammoth Cave has sud- 
denly become a desirable item of 
industrial real estate. 

It is nonsense, of course, to 
suppose that the people of the 
United States of America will ac- 
cept the subterranean life. That 
is why the responsibility laid upon 
Bernard M. Baruch is so im- 
mense.

PROBLEM FOR U.S. 
WIVES IN GERMANY

BERLIN, May 1 (AP)—Army 
wives who have arrived here to 
join their husbands in the Amer- 
ican occupation forces will find 
life in Germany easier in many 
ways than it was in their home- 
land. 

Their renting problem is simple. 
There are no frantic dickerings 
with real estate agents, no bonus 
payments to tenants delinquishing 
apartments. 

Uncle Sam will just toss some 
German family out of its home, 
and the American family will 
move into a clean, neat, well-fur- 
nished domicile. The Germans will 
have to start combing the ruins 
for living quarters. 

For this reason the Teutonic 
population views with consider- 
able misgivings the advent of 
American wives. 

“We will never be masters of 
our own homes again in our life- 
time,” said one Hausfrau, envi- 
sioning a 10 to 20 year occupation. 

There will be no standing in 
long lines at the butcher’s for the 
American wife seeking a steak for 
her lieutenant. She will call at 
the Army commissary and buy 
any food available at prices that 
would seem ridiculously low in 
the United States. The range of 
food is very wide and includes a 
considerable supply of beef. 

Things like nail polish, rouge, 
lipsticks, clefnsing cream and 
stockings—yes, stockings, too—lie 
in plenty on well-stocked post ex- 
change shelves. French perfume 
is there also and candy and chew- 
ing gum for the children.

Basically, the synchrotron is a 
relative of two other great atom- 
smashing machines, thé cyclotron 
and the betatron. The cyclotron 
uses neutrons and protons, which 
are the heaviest components of 
atomic nuclei, for bullets. The 
betatron uses electrons as missiles. 
Electrons are negative electrical 
charges. 


The business of both the beta- 
tron and the synchrotron is to 
give high speed to electrons. The 
betatron is rated as capable of 
giving electrons a speed equiva- 
lent to about 100,000,000 volts. The 
cyclotron gives about the same 
speed to heavy neutron-proton 
combinations. 

McMillan said the synchrotron 
would give electrons a_ speed 
equivalent to 300,000,000 volts. 
The atom bomb achieves its de- 
struction by producing 200,000,- 
000-volt particles. 

It will be possible, McMillan 
said, to build a synchrotron that 
will produce billion-volt electrons. 
At that level the particle would 
have the energy of some of the 
more powerful cosmic rays.

Airway Whistle Stop 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We would laugh at the idea of having 
only one State highway for traffic in 
and out of the city. We would also 
laugh if Union Station had only one 
main track. It sounds preposterous, but 
me about sums up Lambert-St. Louis 

eld. 

What ts the matter with us? St. Louis 
doesn't lack foresight; Lindbergh's flight 
punctuated that years ago. We defi- 
nitely are on the line of flight of the 
big commercial airlines. In the space 
of 15 ‘to 20 minutes, we clocked six 
transports that deposited their passen- 
gers, collected a few more and took off 
again. 

Other cities in the Midwest will be 
bidding for the traffic station of the air 
while we are still encased in our som- 
nambulistic slumber. They are develop- 
ing huge airports, taking the gamble 
of making the long-term risk pay divi- 
dends in the future. Some are building 
modern, efficient airports, with super- 
duper sideline features to attract and 
snare the attention of the air-road build- 
ers. Others will play political ball with 
the financial and industrial pioneers and 
their fast-growing child. And where does 
all this leave st. Louis? 

It leaves St. Louis with an inadequate 
airport, trying to expand; with a pro- 
posed new airfield (Columbia Bottoms) 
three years old and still being nursed 
on a bottle; with small commercial fields 
mushrooming up all over the outlying 
district. On the horizon, overcast with 
a dark cloud, is Illinois, clamoring for 
air distinction; farther to the west our 
sister, Kansas City, lightly but firmly 
holding the reins of the airways in her 
hand; throughout the country, the pilots 
of the airways have put us on their 
blacklist; and locally, the many indus- 
tries that have picked up their tools and 
moved away, foretelling the demise. of 
a city. 

Is it at all possible to consolidate the 
different airport departments, the air- 
port commissions, the county air com- 
missions, the civic aviation committees, 
the CAP ad infinitum, into one group, 
laying aside their petty differences and

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Who Wants Depression? 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Every abnormal rise in the price level, 
called inflation, is always followed by 
an abnormal drop in the price level, com- 
monly called depression. If we want de- 
pression, then we must release all OPA 
ceilings, all subsidies, all quotas, all con- 
trols over prices of every kind. 

It is not a question of preventing in- 
flation so much as a question of pre- 
venting depression. When prices are ris- 
ing, it is easy for some to ride with the 
rising tide. It is true that some with 
fixed incomes do suffer, but not so much 
or so desperately as everybody does in 
a depression. . 

In all past experience, as long as we 
have any record, it takes a long time 
for inflation to advance to the breaking 
point. But the drop is sudden, and cruel 
agony follows. All who experienced the 
last depression should know.. 

_ This is the first time we have ever 
tried to hold the price level, and we are 
doing very well indeed. Go ahead to 
eliminate controls if we want depression. 
Otherwise we should work on 
and work hard, to maintain control.

The report on Palestine means principally that 
the situation is back where it was eight months 
ago. The joint British-American committee rec- 
ommendation that 100,000 Jewish refugees be ad- 
mitted to the Holy Land at once is precisely the 


- position taken by President Truman in a letter 


to Prime Minister Attlee last Aug. 31. The pro- 
posal was rejected at that time, and it may be 
rejected again, as the committee can only make 
recommendations. 

This time, however, the recommendation has 
behind it the weight of all the evidence gath- 
ered by the committee in four months of inquiry 
and travel. The British have gained their ob- 
vious objective of obtaining a delay in the mak- 
ing of a ticklish decision. Conditions have not 
improved meanwhile for the remnant of the Jew- 
ish people surviving in Europe; actually, the 
humanitarian reasons for opening the doors of 
Palestine have become stronger. 

Admittance of 100,000 homeless Jews to Pales- 
tine, if permitted by the British, will momen- 
tarily relieve but will not by any means solve 
the problem. There will remain around a mil- 
lion uprooted Jews in Europe, the pitiable sur- 
vivors of the Nazi pogroms, living in rude and 
crowded camps, without hope except for the 


_ possibility of immigration for a fresh start in 


life. 

Population experts have said that Palestine 
ean readily find place fora million more set- 
tlers and workers, yet the committee confines 
its recommendation to entry of a scanty 100,000, 
and seemingly with no suggestions for what shall 
become of the other inmates of the camps in 
Europe. As Senator Brewster of Maine says, this 
disproportion represents “a naive and unholy 
alliance of Machiavelli and Pollyanna.” 

The fate of.the stranded survivors remains to 
be settled, and so does the whole matter of 
Palestine's future status. 

The committee’s recommendations on this is- 
sue are moderate and sound, therefore offensive 
to the extremists on both sides. The idea of 
UN trusteeship for a Palestine of many nation- 
alities does not satisfy the Arabs who want to 
stop Jewish immigration, or the Zionists who 
want to make the country a Jewish state. Yet 
it is a plan that safeguards the rights of all par- 
ties to the dispute, and it provides protection by 
the world security organization for the troubled 
state and its peoples. 

At least a working basis for a future Palestine 
solution is now available, if the powers do not 
again shirk their responsibility. But the first 
claim for action is that of the harried men, 
women and children who will remain in the 
eanfps, if and when 100,000 of their fellows get 
passes to Palestine.

He was a member of the special 
committee before, and signed its excellent re- 
port for an independent rodent control agency.

He signed the report 
for a separate agency when that was merely a 
question of logic, in view of the ineffective ro- 
dent work of the Health Division. He reversed 
his stand when it became a question of politics, 
as the city administration chose to regard sup- 
port of the Health Division as a face-saving 
matter. |

eptness. Thus the need for rat control, which 
seemed a simple issue, ends in a political maze. 
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Rising Storm for OPA 

The popular thunder for price control has 
reverberated across the nation into strange re- 
cesses. Now it rattles the windows of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, where it 
is heeded by Eric Johnston, a man with an ear 
for such things. 

After the House tried to vote the life out 
of OPA, 14 days ago, the public storm broke 
with political lightning. It deluged a surprised 


' Congress with “thousands upon thousands” of 


angry letters. It sent a parade of irate citizens 
to the Senate, demanding that they rescue price 
ceilings from the wreckage left by the House. 

In the van were leaders of organized labor, 
consumers’ organizations and womén’s groups. 
And there were a lot of people who didn’t lead 
anything, but were just mad. One was a welder 
from Buffalo. He bluntly told his represent- 
atives that there weren’t enough black marketers 
going to jail, and not enough lawmakers repre- 
senting the people. 

This fiery political sentiment even began to 
alter the lobbying landscape. Organizations 
which Once sought to tamper with price control 
were startled by public resentment. Thus Albert 
Goss of the National Grange said that “the 
House bill would put OPA out of business, and 
that’s not our business.” Ed O'Neal of the pow- 
erful Farm Bureau Federation agreed. 

Now comes Eric Johnston, to throw _ the 
people’s resentment at his prosperous colleagues, 
The Chamber’s board of directors, like the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, pyrsues 
normalcy without regard for what went before 
and after. “Boom and bust,” the Chamber presi- 
dent reminds them. If price control is abolished, 
Johnston says, “business will be back in the na- 
tional doghouse in one week.” 

What Johnston sees, what Goss, O’Neal and 
others have come to see, are twin prospects of 
economic disaster and popular combustion. That 
is a dangerous pair. It is a double threat to 
those men who, as Price Administrator Porter 
said, “gamble for a short-run speculation jack- 
pot,” and to those others who would draw on 
that pot. 

Among the latter are the bulk of Republican 
Congressmen. They are scampering back to Con- 
gress from what they imagine to be the “grass- 
roots,” confident, the Associated Press says, that 
they did right to whack OPA. But grassroots, 
as Republicans see them, have not lately pro- 
duced much political hay. Now, by opposing 
price control, these Congressmen are running 
their party against the obvious will of the people. 

“Damn the men who look backward,” Porter 
said of the inflationists. But when they gamble 
with inflation, and hope to survive it, or gamble 
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with popular rancor, ‘and think to ignore it, it - 


cannot be said that these Republicans or their 
speculative friends look backward, or anywhere. 
They are virtually blind. 
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The. Big Four Treaty Proposal 

With the stated objective of the four-power 
treaty proposed by Secretary Byrnes, there will 
be complete concurrence in every Allied coun- 
try. Certainly all the peoples who suffered 
loss of lives.and property and wealth in the war 
will agree that strict control of Germany should 
be guaranteed for 25 years, or for whatever 
longer period is needed to educate that country 
to the ways of peace. 

The question that arises is whether this can 
best be done by means of a Big Four pact or 
through United Nations action. 

A pact, Mr. Byrnes contends, will assure our 
allies that we do not intend to withdraw from 
European affairs as we did after World War I. 
Are our allies not convinced by this country’s 
prompt and enthusiastic entry into the UN, as 
contrasted with the refusal to join the League 
of Nations after the last war? If America is 
suspected of being inclined to shirk its UN ob- 
ligations, which include control of the Axis na- 
tions, then our signature on a treaty to the same 
effect can’t be considered of much value, either. 

A better argument for the treaty might be its 
domestic effect in countering the postwar let- 
down and the cries of “Bring the boys home.” A 
treaty obligation to continue participation in 
policing Germany would be a good antidote to 
the dangerous poison of complacency. Yet we 
have a similar obligation to UN if that organi- 
zation becomes the agency for guarding against 
a comeback of German militarism. 

Whether or not UN becomes that agency, the 
Big Four powers will necessarily bear the greater 
burden of the occupation, But under UN super- 
vision, the smaller countries ravaged by the 
Nazis will have something to say. It is incon- 
ceivable that the Poles and Czechs arid Belgians, 
for instance, will be content to see the whole 
matter turned over to the Big Four, especially 
since the present occupation technique has been 

‘ far from successful. 

There is danger that if too much stress is put 
on a treaty, a further undermining of UN’s au- 
thority will result, and the attainment of its 
proposed status as a world security organiza- 
tion, with its own armed forces for insuring 
peace, will be longer delayed. 

Big-power treaties are the old method of at- 
tempting to make peace secure; collective secur- 
ity is the new method the nations agreed upon 
after the tragic failure of the old. The pro- 
posed Big Four treaty is, of course, authorized 
under the UN Charter, but the greatest caution 
must be exercised to make sure, if such a pact 
is consummated, that it does not become the tail 
that wags the dog.

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Contradictions at Nuernberg 

Hjalmar Schacht’s testimony at Nuernberg, 
that he supported German rearmament only for 
defense, is as twisted as the crooked cross itself. 
The statement is as symbolic of Fascism as the 
previous day’s disclosure that the Nazis used the 
Nuernberg fire department to set fire to syna- 
gogues. For Nazism was a pile of contradic- 
tions, an edifice upside down. And so it. crum- 
bled. 

The German economy might have produced 
prosperity, but under “Schacht it produced a 
world-wide explosion. The police, who generally 
are supposed to protect the people, cracked the 
people’s heads. The army, instead of defending 
the security of the state, attacked the security 
of other states, and so led to the downfall of the 
nation. The political aim of lebensraum, which 
Schacht indorsed, has wound up in a very small 
hole in the European wall, and even that is 
quartered. 

So it is with Fascism, the philosophy of the 
contrariwise, which makes a positive roar of 
negation. It begins by perverting words into 
lies, like Schacht’s, and expands by putting the 
machinery of the state into reverse, like the 
Nuernberg fire department. Then it dies in the 
backfire.

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Propaganda in a Senate Report 

The Senate Judiciary Committee is carrying 
out the will of an 8-to-6 majority in its report 
urging passage of the bill giving the tidelands 
oil tracts to the states, but it uses most unju- 
dicial statements in arguing for the measure, 
In fact, the report sounds more like the propa- 
ganda of oil lobbyists than a measured opinion 
from a committee of “the world’s greatest de- 
liberative body.” | 

One favorite plea of the lobbyists, as stated 
early and often by their ringleader, Attorney 
General Robert W. Kenny of California, is a 
main point of the report. The question has al- 
ready been decided in favor of the states by 54 
Supreme court decisions over a period of 100 
years, the argument runs, so Congress should 
go ahead and pass the bill without waiting on 
the court to reach a verdict on the pending case. 

If the Supreme Court had already decided the 
issue 54 times, it is safe to say that it would 
not be considering it now. The court is not in 
the habit of reviewing the same matter 54 times, 
or even four times, and it declines to consider 
dozens of cases at every session when duplica- 
tion of its previous work is sought. Legal au- 
thorities say that the specific issue of Federal 
or state ownership of the tidelands has never 
been definitely decided by the court. 

No long delay would be encountered, as the 
committee contends, if the Supreme Court is 
permitted to hand down its decision. The case 
is on the court’s docket now. It will probably 
announce a verdict soon, if Mr. Kenfly doesn’t 
delay too long in condensing his voluminous 
pleading into a “succinct statement,” as the 
court last week requested. In any event, the 
committee has failed to show that the legisla- 
tive branch is justified in the proposed inva- 
sion of the judiciany’s field.

Realities Behind the British Loan 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


English seem as reluctant ei loan as Americans are to grant 
it, writer says; but alternative might be “catastrophic,” as Senator 
Vandenberg said, so both sides came to accept unpopular decision; 
credit is principal hope of British recovery and stable world trade.

In at least one respect the Senate debate 
on the British loan is strikingly like the 
debate on the same subject in the British 
Parliament last December. In both asserm- 
blies even the proponents of the measure 
treated it as a disagreeable necessity. 


Those who listened to the gloomy argu- 
ments in the House of Lords and the House 
of Commons can testify that the British 
showed themselves just ag reluctant to ac- 
ig the loan as the Americans are to grant 


The English people balked at the condi- 
tions. They were depressed by the revela- 
tion of their dependence on the United 
States. More than lend-lease or anything 
that happened in the war, the discussion 
of the loan brought home to the ordinary 
citizen, already tired and let down by con- 


‘ tinuing privations, the change in the posi- 


tion of Britain. 


Defense of “Hard Bargain” 


Lord Keynes wearily and brilliantly de- 
fended the “hard bargain” he had struck 
in Washington. He returned to London by 
air just a few hours before he rose in the 
small, crowded chamber where the Lords 
meet, looking so worn and gray that one 
of the peers murmured: “He’s killing him- 
self in this business.” 


So, indeed, he was. At Bretton Woods, 
during the long negotiations for the Anglo- 
American financial accords, and finally at 
the Savannah monetary conference, he lit- 
erally worked himself/to death in the strug- 
gle to lay the foundations for economic 
recovery as the indispensable condition of 
a return to peace, 


Spent as he was, he made that day one 
of those speeches the hearer never forgets. 
Sadly he described the “depth of misunder- 
standing that governs the relationships be- 
tween even the friendliest and most like- 
minded nations.” Referring to the “im- 
meéasurably remote public opinion of the 
United States,” he explained that it soon 
became a matter of pride in Washington 
“not to show our medals and ask for a gi- 
gantic gift,” but added that as long as he 
lived he would not cease to regret that the 
loan was not interest-free. 


“The charging of interest is out of tune 
with the underlying realities,” he declared, 
“but nothing else was possible in the com- 
plex and highly charged atmosphere of that 
great democracy.” 


Bleak Picture of Britain 


The audience in the battered House of 
Parliament understood what he meant by 
the “underlying realities.” This reporter 
had just seen them in a trip across Europe 
to the Russian border, and after that ex- 
perience the precarious position of the Brit- 
ish islands, doggedly hanging on the edge 
of a broken world, was bleakly clear. The 
picture was as clear to Lord Keynes as the 
economic consequences of the last peace 
had been a géneration before. No one ever 
delivered a more compelling and eloquent 
plea for Anglo-American co-operation. 

Seeing all that, the Lords, like the Com- 
mons, stil] hated to vote Yes on the loan. 
Most -of the Conservatives abstained and 
even the Labor peers felt obliged to justi- 
fy their approval by advancing arguments 
similar to those put forward by Senator 
Vandenberg in his address to the Senate. 

The Senator from Michigan sounded like 
the British parliamentarians when he ad- 
mitted that support of the credit to Britain 


had cost him more thought than any deci- 
sion in his 18 years in the Senate. He 
echoed them in stating that he had come 
reluctantly to the conclusion that the alter- 
native might be “catastrophic.” Self-inter- 
est, the maintenance of free enterprise, the 
American way of life and peace itself, he 
said, may hang on the decision. 


He dismissed the cost of the loan, the 
fear of added imports, the argument that it 


, will set a precedent, as unimportant com- 


pared to what might result from failure to 
bolster British economy. 


“The very character of our economy may 
be involved in what we do here,” he said. 
“This bill may be a decisive factor in de- 
termining whether we are to live in a 
world of decent commercial opportunity” 
or of government cartels that could “force 
us, like others, into a defensive state monop- 
oly in charge of foreign trade.” ' 


Senator Vatdenberg’s speech measures 
the distance he has traveled from the poli- 
cies of protectionism and isolationism.' Also 
it measures the force of the motives that 
induce him, and perhaps others among his 
doubtful colleagues, to overcome their ob- 
jections to the loan. Unpopular as it is on 


both sides of the Atlantic, nevertheless cir- 


cumstances, self-interest, fear of the alter- 
native, force both countries to accept it. 


No Choice on Either Side 


The point is that Britain has no choice, 
and we have no choice. On the receiving 
end, the British take the money, and the 
strings attached to it, because they see no 
other way to get on their feet. The Van- 
denberg declaration is a sign that we recog- 
nize that getting the British on their feet 
is necessary to restore the kind of inter- 
national trade on which our system de- 
pends, 


The “underlying realities” are the state 
of the world and the interdependence of 
the British Commonwealth and the United 
States in saving the economic freadoms on 
which all freedom depends. Senator Van- 
denberg proclaimed these realities on the 
eve of his departure to act as Secretary 
Byrnes’s adviser at the Paris conference. 

As the recognized spokesman of the Re- 
publican party on foreign affairs, partici- 
pating in a second and crucial attempt to 
find a basis for peace, his support of the 
British loan at this time has a special sig- 
nificance. It implies that to both parties 
in the United States, British recovery is 
considered a prime factor of democratic 
strength and international stability.

Tribute to the Filipinos, 
Who Never Quit Fighting 


“I See the Philippines Rise,” by Caries P. Remaie. 

(Doubleday & Co., Garden City, N. Y.) 

This book amounts to a debit upon Amer-~ 
ica for a péople that never stopped fight- 
ing, and who fought for us as well as them- 
selves, against a cruel énemy and almost 
against hope. It is a record of the Filipinos 
in their greatest hour. 

“I See the Philippines Rise” is not a his- 
tory. It is a sequel to the sadness of “I Saw 
the Fall of the Philippines,” which the Pu- 
litzer Prize editor, turned soldier, wrote 
after his escape from Bataan. The new 
book contains that mixture of exhilaration 
in victory and fear for the ruin of their 
country which Filipinos felt upon the re- 
turn of MacArthur. 

For more than two years, these people 
forgot the eternal discord of their feudal 
economic system, to unite for elemental lib- 
erty. Gen. Romulo discovered, on the Leyte 
beachhead, a new spirit in his people. Kan- 
gleon’s ragged guerrillas had fought their 
way down to the beach. Once, Romulo 
noted, these men would have been the ser- 
vile poor, but now there was no humility 
left in them. They spoke with certainty of 
democracy for themselves, and liberty for 
all Asia, 
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It was hard for the atthor, at this mo- 
ment of joy, to repress the somewhat florid 
tendency of Filipino writers. But his ex- 
uberance even then was modified by fear, 
for he did not know the fate of his family, 
left behind nearly three years earlier in 
Japanese territory. His anxiety for their 
safety threads the book with . 

Over and over, Romulo repeats the fact 
which, as Resident Commissioner in Wash- 
ington, he has tried to impress upon Amer- 
icans: “The Filipinos never quit fighting." 
Their resistance effort, and their bravery, 
cannot have been exceeded anywhere—not 
in France or Yugoslavia. They formed 
mote than an underground; it was an army, 
fighting with home-made and captured 
weapons. It withheld whole provinces from 
the exasperated conquerors. 

Thus the Filipinos earned freedom on 
the best terms which the United States can 
grant. “Bataan,” Romulo says, “was your 
beachhead of democracy in the Far East. It 
will be responsible for much in future his- 
tory, not only between America and the 


Philippines, but in all Asia.” 
- * * 


Yet recent events write an uneasy foot- 
note to this book. Since the Phili 
sun-marked flag tose over ruined 
last year, imperialism has sprouted again 
in Asia. It has brought oppression with it 
—in Java, Indo-China, India and Korea, In 
the Philippines, too, the press revived the 
old cry of American imperialism during the 
recent elections. Filipinos fear that our 
terms for.Jiberty will give our business men 
unfair advantage, and there is some jus- 
tice in their view. 

Nevertheless, the wise Filipinos never 
have expected complete altruism from us. 
They may suspect our foreign traders, but, 
as Romulo says, they never will forget the 
thousands of young Americans who rescued 
them from oppression. Now they ask enly 
that America not forget them.

To begin with, coal is directly 
related to Europe's hunger. Grain 
shipped to countries on the border- 
line of famine is no good if the 
mills cannot operate to grind it 
into flour. 


The Last Bottleneck. 


CBS last week did a remark- 
able broadcast on hunger round 
the world. From Rome, Charles 
Shaw reported: 


“The American coal strike de- 
presses Italians. Additional coal 
is badly needed here to operate 
fiour mills and bakeries, without 
which imported grain is worth- 
less. Coal also is needed to 
operate factories and provide 
Italians with means with which 
to buy food.” 


Italy is an UNRRA country. 
That is on the relief level. 
Equally serious is the effect that 
- dwindling coal supplies will have 
on those European countries 
which are buying supplies to try 
to restore their industry. 


France is a perfect example. 
Members of Leon Blum’s mission 
to this country brought confidential 
figures showing what the world 
crisis in coal meant to France. 

These figures show that pro- 
duction today in France is ap- 
proximately 70 per cent of the 
1938 level. They show, too, that 
the oniy remaining bottleneck is 
coal. The economists and experts 
who accompanied Blum are con- 
vinced that, if France could get 
a million tons more coal a month, 
production could be increased well 
above the ‘’38 level and the 
French would *e well along the 
road to recovery. 


French Are Indignant. 


Before the war, France con- 
sumed 69,000,000 tons a year. Of 
this, she produced 47,000,000 tons. 
Coal production inside France to- 
day is at the pre-war rate or even 
above it. But before the war, 
France was dependent upon 22,- 
000,000 tons of imports. For the 
first quarter of this year, she 
got only an average of 900,000 
tons a month from outside her 
borders. It is important to note 
where this coal came from. 

From Germany came 330,000 
tons, from Britain 100,000, and 
from the United States 470,000 


F any proof were needed of the way in which the world is tied 
together, it could be found in this business of coal. The coal strike 
is pinching not merely this nation alone,

tons of low-grade coal. Shipments 
from this count held up in 
April, but they will be cut in half 
for May if the strike continues a 
few days longer. 

It is Germany’s coal that is the

The French are indignant that 
such a large share of German pro- 
duction from the Ruhr mines 
should be going to German indus- 
try. Since the Ruhr mines are in 
the British zone, their indignation 
is aimed chiefly at the British.

HEALTH INSURANCE 
ALTERNATIVE URGLD 


Doctors Told They Must 
Offer Own Plan to Defeat 
Federal Bill. 


Doctors must actively promote 
a health plan of their own if the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill for 
compulsory health insurance is to 
be defeated, Dr. Edwin C.. Ernst 
told the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety. last night. Dr, Ernst is St. 
Louis chairman for the National 


Physicians Committee, which is 
campaigning against compulsory 
health insurance legislation. 

He urged that physicians sup- 
port the American Medical As- 
sociation program which calls for 
expansion of voluntary medical 
care insurance along the lines of 
hospitalization plans now in ef- 
fect. By adopting this program, 
he said, “much needless expensive 
legislation can be avoided without 
jecpardizing medical progress, but 
rather safeguarding and consist- 
ently improving the health of the 
people.” 

Dr. Ernst was one of six doc- 
tors who represented the Missouri 
Medical Association at recent 
Senate committee hearings in 
Washington, There are not enough 
hospitals, physicians, dentists, 
nurses and medical technicians to 
carry out provisions of the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell bill, he con- 
tended, arguing that enactment of 
this measure will mean that “a 
good many men will be practicing 
medicmme who are not doctors— 
that’s the way it had developed 
in other countries.” 

Other objectionable features, he 
said, include restrictions on free 
choice of a physician; taxation of 
both ‘medium and high incomes 
at the same rate, and failure to 
provide tax exemption for those 
whose conscience or religion leads 
them to oppose compulsory health 
insurance, 

Physicians favor other parts of 
President Truman’s health pro- 
gram, he continued, but if the ad- 
ministration insists on enacting 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill, it 
“will be faced with bitterly hos- 
tile professions.” 

“We submit that those who 
practice under this proposed sys- 
tem will tend to render ‘brush-off' 
services and that the average 
patient will receive practically 
nothing for something, rather 
than thé glittering and attractive 
prospectus of something for noth- 
ing which is being held forth as 
the lure,” he asserted.

AT NAVY PIER; 150 INJURED

EARLE, N. J., May 1 (AP)—The 
destroyer escort Solar, its bow 
ripped off and twigted grotesquely 
over the 306-foot warship by three 
explosions, lay a total loss today 
alongside the U. §S. Navy’s* huge 
Earle ammunition depot pier in 
lower New York bay. 

Five crew members were report- 
ed missing and 150 injured, five 
seriously, in the explosions yester- 
day. The explosions detonated an 
ammunition-laden railroad car on 
the pier, destroyed a pier-based 
warehouse, set fire to the pier 
and left a hole in the concrete 
structure which juts two and a 
half miles into the bay.

When Germany invaded Yugo- 


islavia, Mihailovic was, a colonel 
iteaching at the staff college. 


A 
professional soldier without polit- 
ical acumen or experience, there 
was imbedded in his mentality an 
iron obedience to his King and his 
King’s representatives. 


In October, 1, the Yugoslav 
exile regime ir London sent a 
mission to gosiavia to see 
Mihailovic. The mission traveled 
by British submarine and landed 
on the Dalmatian coast in terri- 
tory then held by Tito. This dele- 
gation saw Tito at his headquar- 
ters and then traveled on to see 
Mihailovic, under escort and with 
guides provided by Tito, 

There is little doubt in my mind 
that the mission from London 
gave Mihailovic explicit instruc- 
tions to use his forces to wipe out 
Tito’s Partisan movement first 
before attempting to drive the 
German invader out of the coun- 
try. 

The strategy was simple. If 
Mihailovic could eliminate Tito, 
the Communist, and the Partisans, 


\there would be no opposition to 


the return of the old feudal gang 
to Belgrade once the Allies de- 
feated the Axis powers. War 
against the Germans could, con- 
sequently, wait. But time was of 
the essence in eliminating the Par- 
tisans, for they were daily grow- 
ing in strength, and Mihailovic, 
the army officer and servant of 
the King, could not question an 
order jssued by the King’s minis- 


ters, 
Start of Civil War. 

That mission from London sig- 
naled the start of civil war in 
Yugoslavia. It killed, at the out- 
set, the co-operation arranged be- 
tween Mihailovic and Tito in two 
personal meetings that same 
month. Mihailovic had started 
his resistance to the Germans in 
the spring of 1941, immediately 
after the Yugoslav army's col- 
lapse. Tito’s Partisans took to 
the field when Hitler invaded 
Russia. There were no clashes 
between the factions until after 
the London misgion had departed. 

Intimate associates of Tito told 
me of their leader’s meetings 
with Mihailovic, Tito went twice 
to Mihailovic’s mountain head- 
quarters, unarmed and unescorted. 
He went, they said, to plead for 
a united front against the in- 
vaders and an active campaign 
to drive them from the country. 

Mihailovic, these Tito aides as- 
serted, never knew Tito’s identity 
and thought that the man con- 
fronting him was a Russian gen- 
eral. In any case, it is pretty 
clear that the two men, one the 
conservative professional soldier, 
the other, the professional revo- 
lutionary, took an immediate per- 
sonal dislike to each other. 

Conflicting Versions. 

Despite this; according to Tito’s 
men, they signed an agreement 
providing for military co- 
operation and for the supply to 
Mihailovic of some 30,000 rifles 
and quantities of ammunition. 
Mihailovie adherents insisted that 
the two men reached no agree- 
ment at all and parted on bad 
terms. 

There is no doubt in this writer’s 
mind that Mihailovic’s forces at- 
tacked Tito’s Partisans on more 


Partisans likewise attacked Mi- 
hailovic’s bands. 
But I have never seen conclu- 


T sive proof that Mihailovic person- 


ally worked with the Germans. 
One of Tito’s aides once promised 
to show me documentary evidence 


liaison officer, close to Winston 
Churchill, but it was never forth- 
coming. 

Some of the bands which pro- 
fessed allegiance to Mihailovic 
undoubtedly worked with the Ger- 
mans, but Mihailovic had no di- 
rect control or authority except 
over the forces immediately under 
his command. His bands were 
constantly changing in personnel 
as his soldiers tired of guerrilla 
life and slipped back to the farms. 
The forces of Tito, the revolution- 
ary, were, on the contrary, organ- 
ized on strict army lines. 

There were some American in- 
telligence officers with Mihailo- 
vic as late as 1944. It is true that 
their facilities for observation 
were limited to the comparatively 
smali forces immediately around 
headquarters. Their testimony

INCREASES IN SELLING PRICES 
FOR SOME ITEMS APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 


The Office of Price Administra- | 


tion approved increases in the 
selling prices of imported Span- 
ish olives, washing machines and 
electric ironers yesterday and re- 


moved ceilings’ entirely from a 
variety of steel products and 
toys. 

The increases in Spanish olive 
prices, which wili become effec- 
tive May 6, range from 9 to 12 
cents for seven-ounce containers. 
OPA explaining the increases 
granted to offset higher costs, 


also raised processors’ ceilings 


by from 25 to 50 per cent and 
brought importers under maxi- 
mum prices for the first time. 
OPA said that the rise in prices 
of wkashing machines and iron- 
ers, effective at once, would range 
up to 3 per cent, but would aver- 
age 1 to 1% per cent. It results 
from a 68 per cent increase 
granted to manufacturers. 


Ceilings were suspended entire- 


ly, effective today, on all fabricat- 
ed structural steel shapes and 
plates which had been under the 
general maximum price regula- 
tion. OPA said the effect on resi- 
dential construction would be 
“relatively small.” 


The agency removed ceilings on 
parts for all toys and games ex- 
cept “wheel goods,” such as tri- 
cycles, effective today.

LAMB loaf can be just about 
the most delicious member of 
any of the meat loaf family. 

The recipe which we offer today 
is excellent. The flavor is especial- 
ly pleasing to those who enjoy a 
caraway flavor. It is easy to get 
in a little too much caraway, but 
the amount we suggest will surely 
please those who approve of this 
seasoning. If your palate has not 
become attuned to this flavor, we 
suggest cutting this ingredient in 
half. The meat mixture is a bit 
on the soft side when it is raw, 
so that is why the baking is done 
in a loaf pan rather than turning 
the molded loaf out onto a shallow 
baking pan to obtain a crust all 
around. 

Baking all the way through in a 
loaf pan results in considerable 
pan gravy around the loaf when 
it is done. This can be drained 
off and thickened for regular 
gravy, or if the meat has been 
cooked in a glass loaf pan, the pan 
gravy can be served directly from 
the pan and as the slices are re- 
moved to the plates. This gravy 
needs to be very hot to be, at the 
peak of its ess. One way to 
overcome the generous amount of 
pan gravy is to cook the loaf 
partially in the pan until it is set, 
then unmold it on the shallow pan 
to finish baking and develop the 
crust on all the five sides exposed 
to the heat. Any left-over loaf can 
be sliced about half an inch thick 
and browned in shallow fat in a 
skillet just long enough to heat it 
thoroughly all the way through to 
make it practically as good to eat 
as when originally baked. 

Lamb Loaf. 


Two small onions (one-third cup 
chopped), one tablespoon mar- 
garine, two cups soft whole wheat 
bread crumbs, one pound ground 
lean lamb (four to five slices), one 
egg, well beaten; two cups milk, 
one teaspoon caraway seed, if de- 
siréd; one and three-fourths tea- 
spoon? salt, generous dash pepper, 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce. 

Saute onion in margarine for 
two minutes. Combine thoroughly 
with remaining ingredients. Turn 
into a well-greased loaf pan (44x 
8%x2% inches) and bake in a 350 
degree oven for about one and one- 
fourth hours. Turn out onto plat- 
ter and serve. Any liquid in pan 
may be thickened slightly and 
served &s gravy.

It consists of an exter- 
nal layer of dense fiborus tissue 
and an inner serous layer which 
surrounds the heart directly. Peri- 
carditis is inflammation of the 
pericardium. The disease is at- 
tended by elevation of tempera- 
ture, pain in the precordial re- 
gion, rapid pulse, cough and dysp- 
nea. The membranous sac (peri- 
cardium) is covered with fibrin- 
ous deposits giving it a roughened 
surface which causes a friction 
murmur occurring with the heart 
beats. The lesion may not pass 
beyond this stage but in some 
cases a serous or purulent (pus) 
exudate may form and pericardi- 
tis with effusion occurs, 


Pericarditis is seldom a primary 
disease. The most common patho- 
logic conditions with which it is 
associated are (1) rheumatic fe- 
ver, (2) pneumonia, especially if 
complicated by empyemia (pus in 
pleural cavity), (3) pulmonary tu- 
berculosis, (4) chronic nephritis 
with uremia, (5) coronary throm- 
bosis with myocardial infarction. 
(An infarct is an area of coagu- 
lation necrosis in a tissue due to 
local anemia resulting from ob-

The micro-organisms most fre- 
quently associated with pericardi- 
tis are the pneumococcus, tuber- 
cular bacilli and the pyogenic 
(pus) organisms. 

The gonococcus (gonorrhea 
germ), the colon bacillus and the 
influenza bacillus have occasion- 
ally been cultivated from the peri- 
cardial exudate. 

The diagnosis is established by 
hearing the friction rub, but it is 
often difficult since the friction 
rub is not constant. Electrocardi- 
agraphic changes are present in 
about 65 per cent of all cases and 
this is helpful in making a diag- 
nosis, @&he prognosis is good pro- 
vided the underlying disease is 
not fatal. 

Treatment: <As the disease is 
usually secondary to _ infection 
elsewhere in the body, treatment 
to the primary disease is most im- 
portant. The sulfa drugs, peni- 
cillin, bed rest and control of pain 
constitute the essentials in the 
care of the patient with peri- 
carditis.

ESTERDAY noon, I had the 
y pleasure of meeting at lunch 

some of my colleagues on the 
Human Rights Commission of the 
U.N. Economic and Social Council.

And 
our French colleague, Prof. Rene 
Cassin, was delayed somewhere 
on an airplane. 


Besides myself, only three mem- 
bers of the commission were pres- 
ent. But there were also Henri 
Laugier, assistant secretary gen- 
eral, who is in charge of all of the 
council's commissions on social 
affairs, Dr. Schmidt, who ig secre- 
tary to all the six commissions 
now meeting in New York, and 
Mrs. Joseph Lash, who ig secre- 
tary for the Human Rights Com- 
mission. 


This was our first opportunity 
to talk together, and we found 
that Mr. Laugier and the gentle- 
man from Yugoslavia preferred to 
speak in French. The rest of the 
sig felt more at home in Eng-

AFTER LUNCH, we drove to 
Hunter College for the first meet- 
ing of the commission. The pre- 
dominant number of members 
speak English, but everything is 
translated into French—a little 
item which I, as chairman, kept 
forgetting unti] I suddenly looked 
at the translator and noticed that 
his expression was somewhat 
agonized. I realized then that I 
had completely forgotten to give 
him a chance to tranglate my 
remarks, 


Mr. Laugier made us a serious 
and inspiring speech, but I think 
all of us fully realized that our 
responsibility is great. Being 
chairman rather frightened me, 
since IJ am not very good on 


parliamentary law. Fortunately, 
we adopted the rules of procedure 
which were .suggested for the 
commission, so I only have to 
keep them before me in case any 
difference of opinion crops up. 


The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil appointed this “nuclear” com- 
mission to serve for one year and 
to make recommendations as to 
the permanent set-up for the com- 
mission. Nine members were in- 
vited to serve. They were chosen 
as individuals, not representing 
any government, who would be 
competent to work on the ques- 
tions which would probably come 
up in the field of human rights.

IT WILL BE up to us to rec- 
ommend whether this method of 


-choice will be continued or wheth- 


er the members later will be chos- 


en to represent governments. In 
view of the fact that the com-

How It Started

“Circumstances Alter Cases.” 
HERE is a story about Ed- 
mund Plowden, called the 
greatest lawyer in Elizabethan 

England, who once in the course 
of a trial withdrew as counsel 
for the client he was defending 
and became the advocate of the 
other side. Asked by the court 
to justify his unprecedented pro- 
cedure, Plowden is said to have 
replied, “Circumstances alter cas- 
es.” 

It has been claimed that this 
is how this famous saying start- 
ed—an explanation which is ar- 
resting, but which we cannot 
substantiate.+ “Alas, truth, here, 
seems to have been sacrificed to 
the dramatic. 

The fact is that Plowden was 
a man quick to take advantage 
of any technicality or favorable 
turn in a case. In one instance, 
dated in 1585, he did see such an 
opportunity and grasped it, ex- 
claiming, “The case is altered!”— 
which brought about the acquital 
of his client. So came the legal 


proverb, “The case is altered, 
quoth Plowden.” 

This is a matter of record in 
authoritative publications. But the 
first recorded appearance of “Cir- 
cumstances alter cases,” was not 
until 1837, in “The Old Judge,” 
written by the beloved and talent- 
ed 19th century author and jur-

HOLLYWOOD, May 1. 


EGGY CUMMINS, 20-year-old 
Irish actress, imported to play 
the star role in “Forever Am- 


“ber,” much-discussed film version 


of the red-hot best-seller novel by 
Kathleen Wilson, was reported to 
be ill at her home today following 
the climax of one of the weirdest 
and most costly producing debacles 
in Hollywood history. 

Following the shelving of the 
picture, after 40 days of shooting, 
presumably to find a new director 
to replace John Stahl, it was dis- 
closed by authoritative studio 
sources yesterday that, when the 
script is rewritten and a new start 
made on the picture, Miss Cum- 
mins will be replaced by another 
actress in the title role. 

That Twentieth Century-Fox 
contemplates an entirely new deal 
on the project, was indicated by 
the fact that all wardrobe materi- 
al, including wigs for the principal 
players, has been called in, to be 
replaced by other sizes. Cornel 
Wilde, Vincent Price, Glen Langan 
and Reginald Gardiner are leading 
male members of the old cast. It 
is hinted that all will be dropped. 

A jinx pursued “Forever Am- 
ber” from the outset of filming. 
A tough shooting schedule and 
the frailness of Peggy Cummins, 
the 65-foot, 92-pound heroine, 
were obstacles that eventually 
brought collapse to the under- 
taking. 

Battles between Director Stahl, 
famous for his extravagant use of 
film and many “takes,” «were fre- 
quent. Several times Miss Cum- 
mins was reported out because of 
illness. She lost weight rapidly 
and after the second week of 
shooting it had become a monu- 
mental job for the editing and 
camera departments to make her 
shots match. She lost more than 
12 pounds in the space of three 


weeks and was placed on a strict 


build-up diet by doctors. 

It is estimated the studio will 
take a loss of $250,000 or more on 
the unfinished picture. 

Reports were current in the 
film capital today that shelving 
of “Forever Amber” was due di- 
rectly to censorship repercussions 
over Howard Hughes’s “The Out- 
law,” now pursuing a highly con- 
— career around the coun- 
ry. 

In* some sources it was said 
that the Motion Picture Producers’ 
Association was cautiously at- 
tempting to clean its house on the 
inside and put the soft pedal on 
movies now in production that 
might cause further censorship 
stampedes.

Dissolve gelatin in boiling wa- 
ter. Add cold water, salt and vin- 
egar.

OFFICE LATIN 

N several previous articles I 
[nave tried to point out the ad- 

vantage of getting business let- 
ters out of the Middle Ages. In 
dictating business letters, many a 
hard-headed executive thinks he 
is in the groove, when he is reaMy 
in a rut. 

Office Latin isa carry-over 
from the dear, dead days of ele- 
gance and grace, when letters 
were leisurely written in Spen- 
cerian curlicues, and when there 
was time to compose scholarly 
and highfalutin commercial prose. 
But both the typewriter and the 
efficient stenographer are here to 
stay, and Latin, the dead lan- 
guage, should be :llowed to rest. 
in peace. 

We should avoid such archaic 
cliches as: 

“As per your request.” Per is 
Latin for “through; by means of; 
by.” Hence, “as per” is nonsense. 
Such expressions as “per diem, 
per annum, miles per hour” are 
better usage when put into Eng- 
lish, Say: Five dollars a day; ten 
thousand dollars a year; one hun- 
dred miles an hour. 

“Viz.” is the abbreviation for 
videlicet, “it is plain to see.” The 
English “namely” is a better and 
more accurate word. 

“Instant, ultimo, proximo” real- 
ly belong in the catacombs. In- 
stead of “your favor of the 13th 
inst,” says: Your letter of April 3, 
1946 (or whatever the correct date 
is). 


“In re” does not mean “with 
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reference to.” Re is the ablative 
of the Latin res, “a thing.” 
“Etc.” is the abbreviation for 
the Latin phras> et cetera, which 
means literally, “and the others.” 
It is a convenient abbreviation in 
such uses as: wood, steel, con- 


crete, etc. (and other such build- 
ing materials). But it should not 
be used thus: “etc, etc.,” nor like 
this: “I remain, yours, etc.” 


There also is a real need for 
reform in the wording of legal 
documents such as contracts, in- 
surance policies, deeds, wills, and 
mortgages, to say nothing of fed- 
eral legislation, state laws, and 
city ordinances. They are worded 
s0 obscurely and ambiguously as 
to be entirely beyond the under- 
standing of us plain people whose 
lives are affected or regulated by 
such instruments,

When the trumps failed 
to break he feared that he never 
would get into dummy for a dis- 
card on the queen of diamonds; 
therefore, he staked everything 
on a rather hopeless pseudo 
squeeze. He led out all of his 
trumps and the rest of his high 
cards, hoping the opponents 
would not know what to save. 
Unfortunately for him, however, 
neither defender had a particu- 
larly difficult problem. Ag soon 
as South led his last trump, West 
could afford to blank his ace of 
diamonds and save a good club, 
and East had nothing but the 
queen of spades to save in any 
case. South gave up the last two 
tricks. 


After winning the first club 
trick and finding out about the 
bad trump break, correct play was 
to cash the other high club and 
to lead the king of diamonds. If 
West had the ace (as was actual- 
ly the case) he would be undble 
to make any lead which could 
stop the slam. A spade lead would 
give South a free finesse; a dia- 
mond lead, a discard on the 
queen; and a club lead, a ruff and 
a discard. 

Even if East had the ace of 
diamonds he probably would have 
to give South the slam. A heart 
lead would give dummy entry for 
the cashing of the queen of dia- 
monds; a diamond lead would per- 
mit an immediate discard; a club 
would give South a ruff and dis- 
card, as before; and a spade lead 
would at least give South the 
chance to finesse.
